Independently  of  the  extraordinary  rarity  and  beauty  of  the  Greek  typography  of  these  two  books, 
the  present  copy  derives  a  vei'y  considerable  additional  interest  from  having  belonged  to  the 
celebrated  scholar  Nicolaus  Leonicencs,  the  friend  of  Aldus  Romanus,  and  author  of  the 
celebrated  "Libellus  de  Morbo  Gallico,"  printed  by  Aldus  in  1497,  &c.  His  name  is  written  in' 
Greek  on  the  fly-leuf,  and  the  margins  of  both  volumes  have  very  numerous  MS.  emendations 
and  annotations  in  his  tine  handwriting. 

These  two  books  may  be  classed  as  among  the  most  magnificent  productions  which  ever  issued  from 
the  press.

A  singularly  magnificent  specimen  of  early  printing,  and  of  such  extreme  rarity  that  it  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  known  to  Panzer,  Santander,  De  Bure,  and  other  bibliographers.  Marchand, 
in  a  very  elaborate  description  of  it,  endeavoured  to  prove  that  it  was  printed  by  Guttemberg, 
Fust,  and  Schoififer,  before  1455,  but  later  researches  leave  little  doubt  but  that  it  was  printed  by 
Mentelin,  about  the  year  1459  or  1460.  It  is,  however,  of  equal,  if  not  of  greater  rarity  than 
the  one  printed  by  Guttemberg,  with  the  date  1460,  which  sold  for  £63.  at  Roscoe's  sale,  and 
for  £58.  16s  at  Alchorne's,  and  repeatedly  for  more  than  £50.  Its  literaiy  merit  also  is  not 
inconsiderable,  for  the  editor  of  the  London  edition  of  Stephens'  Latin  Thesaurus  considers  it 
the  best  Dictionary  to  the  Phraseology  of  the  Latin  Fathers  and  Schoolmen  extant.

The  detestable  craelty  with  which  Q.  Elizabeth  pursued  the  author  of  this  book,  written  to  dissuade 
her  marriage  with  the  Duke  of  Anjou,  naturally  rendered  the  book  itself  extraordinarily  rare. 
It  appears  that  the  right  hands  of  John  Stubbes  the  author,  and  Page  the  publisher  or  disperser, 
were  both  cut  off,  with  a  butcher's  knife  and  mallet,  in  the  market-place  at  Westminster.  Never, 
perhaps,  was  the  courage  and  loyalty  of  Englishmen  more  strikingly  exemphfied  than  in  the 
conduct  of  Stubbes  and  Page,  when  brought  to  the  scaffold  to  have  the  sentence  put  into  execu- 
tion, Nov.  3,  1579.
